One of the chief causes of cholera infantum

other 
intestinal 


troubles is the fact that the little ones are huddled in badly ventilated 


room:-, it may be in unclean beds or cradles close to 
kitchen 
ranges 
or 


cooking stoves where it is impossible to get a breath of pure air and where 


the high temperature will upset the stomach of even the strongest child. 


In addition to this state oi affairs the Httle ones are beset with an army of 


t!:es and ihe mother seldom appears to consider the flies dangerous as they 


really are. They are on Ihe child's face, its eyes, its hands. They are in its 


milk, digging into the sugar bowl and every other article of food that is/left 


iim.'overed. 


It has been demonstrated scientifically that (he house fly is a great 


disseminator of disease and ye! there are thousands of people who will al- 


low a little baby to he almost devoured by them. In such cases it is nol at 


all surprising if cholera infantum comes. 


It is better and much more easy to prevent these summer diseases of 


children than it is to cure them. 


Cholera infantum can be prevented by keeping the, children cool, by 


plain and moderate feeding, by eieanlines; and fresh air. 


\\~e have public parks for the convenience of those trho need them. 
It 


is true thai our parks are deficient in shade, trees and in seats for the ac- 


commodation of those who go iheir- for fresh air; but there are scores of 
car lines leading to the suburbs where plenty of cool shade eon be found 


with fresh air free from the taint of the city smoke. 


One. day. two days or several days a week given to such an outing 


will take a baby through the hot weather without cholera infantum, pro- 
vided it receive proper food and treatment in other respects. 
But it is 


not every mother who can take her baby to the parks or the woods in ihe 
suburbs even one day a week. Some leave their babies in the care, of little 
children during ihe day time, seeing them only after working hours. 
It 


would be really surprising if the infant;, so neglected and abused should 
escape cholera i n f a n t u m or survive the hot spell.

Broad, an aged Cornish woman, was 
murdered Aug. 20, 1902. The body was

murdered about 4 p. m. Aug. 20.

So for as possible the little ones are to be kept cool, to be out in the 


open air, not in the hot sun but in the shade in the cool of the morning or 


the afternoon. 
They are lo be fed moderately on food that agrees with 


their digestion, not heavy indigestible food, not soured 
milk, 
not 
any 


patent food whose strength and qualities are not fully known; and not on a 


proper food improperly prepared. 


One of the chief causes of cholera infantum 
and 
other 
intestinal 


troubles is the fact that the little ones are huddled in badly ventilated 


rooms, it may be in unclean beds or cradles close to 
kitchen 
ranges 
or 


cooking stoves where it is impossible to get a breath of pure air and where 


tlie high temperature will npsct the stomach of even the strongest child. 


In addition to this state of affairs the little ones are beset with an army of 


Hies and the mother seldom appears to consider the flies dangerous as they 


really are. 
They are on the child's face, its eyes, its hands. They are in its 


milt, digging into the sugar bowl and every other article of food that is left 


UIK:O\ ered. 


It has been demonstrated scientifically that the house fly is a great 


disseminator of disease and yet there are thousands of people who will al- 


low a little baby to be almost devoured by them. 
In such cases it is not at 


all surprising if cholera infanlum comes. 


It is better and much more easy to prevent these summer diseases of 


children than it is to cure them. 


Cholera infantum can be prevented by keeping the children coo!, by 


plain and moderate feeding, by cleanliness and fresh air. 


M'e have public parks for the convenience of those who need them. 
It 


is true that our parks are deficient in shade trees and in seats for tbe ac- 


commodation of those who go there for fresh air; but there are scores of 
car lines leading lo the suburbs wherp plenty of coo! shade can be found 
with fresh air free from the taint of the city smoke. 


One day, two days or several days a week given to such an outing 


will take n baby through the hot weather without cholera infantum, pro- 


vided it receive proper food and treatment in other respects. 
But it is 


not every mother who can lake her baby to the parks or the woods in the 
suburbs even nne day a week. Some leave their babies in the care of little 
children during the day time, seeing them only after working hours. 
It 


would be really surprising if the infants *o neglected and abused should 
escape cholera infantum or survive the hot spell. 


When infants arc abandoned to the care of children, not only is there 


improper feeding but improper care in other respects. They are often ex- 
posed to I he broiling sun for hours a I a time. 
Little ones so neglected are 


quite sure lo be nutr.b^red with I he victims of cholera infanlnm before the 
end of the summer. 


The society for the prevention of cruelty to children should look into
